OUGE FACTS. 


Realty Board and Others Prepare to Drive 


Profiteers Into Open. 


her special meeting of the 
goverbhing body of the realty board 
will be heldat 9 a.m. today to con- 
sider the house famine in Los An- 
geles and take constructive steps 
toward solving the problem confront- 
ing the city. 

The principal business will be the 
appointment of a committee to in- 
vestigate rent gouging, complaints 
of which have filled the air here 
for several months. O0. A. Vick- 
rey, presidem of the realty board, 
said yesterday the size of the com- 
natee has not been determined, but 
it probably will be small and work- 
able so as to insure quorums every 
day it meets. . 

That the board intends to go thor- 
oughly into the complaints of pro- 
fiteering in rents is shown by the 
fact that the hearings are to be 
open to the public and press and 
will take place in the board’s large 
meeting-room at 631 South Spring 
street, where a number of persons 
can be accommodated. Every per- 
son who wishes to complain against 
what he or she considers unjustifi- 
able rent increases will be given an 
833 to appear in perbon and 

y the facts before the investigators. 
Landlords, too, will be given every 
chance to explain why the rents 
were raised. 

TO CORRECT EVIL 


The hearings are expected to de- 
velop a great volume of informa- 
tion of a definite character, which 
will form a working basis for the 
correction of the rent-gouging evil. 
The testimony of some complainants 
will, it is anticipated, prove a reve- 
lation, and come as a shocking sur- 
prise to many people. 7 

Since The Times started its inves- 
tigation of housing conditions in Los 
Angeles with the idea of ascertain- 
ing the real situation and pointing 
out constructive remedial measures, 
practically every real estate agent in 
the city has denied that he or the 
property owners he represents are 
responsible for rent gouging. In vir- 
tually all instances the blame has 
been put upon easterners and others 
who have come to Los Angeles, 
taken long leases on apartments 
or rooming-houses, and boosted the 
rents, 


As a matter of interest to local 
real estate agents and property 
owners, Public Defender Wood has 
records of more than 500 cases in 
which rents have been raised from 
25 to 100 per cent since July and in 
no single instance does any easterner 


Or anyone else other than a Los 


Angeles property owner or real 
estate agent figure. 

In July, Mr. Wood was visited by 
108 tearful and distraught mothers 
or fathers. whose rent had been in- 
creased beyond their ability to pay. 
In July, 1919, he had only thirty- 
one such complaints. In August of 
this year the number of such com- 
plaints mounted to 146, or ninety- 
six more than duri the corre- 
sponding month in 1919. Besides 
that, 146 complaints was one more 
than the highest number recorded 
in the midst of the winter season 
last year. During September, 131
